Lagniappe for Lent 

For the past few years, I’ve kicked off my Lenten journey by 
volunteering in the restoration efforts of the Gulf Coast. It started 
when my friend and I were discussing our traditional 'Lenten 
Resolutions’ of fasting and almsgivings. We confided in each other a 
desire do something a little extra to put our faith into action 
especially concerning the poor and burdened. We soon found 
ourselves road tripping down to the greater New Orleans area to 
volunteer for Habitat for Humanity after Hurricane Katrina. 

Last month, we headed South for Lent again for another humbling 
spiritual renewal. We built a house for a deserving young woman 
who survived Katrina straddling the peak of a neighbor’s rooftop. 
Pregnant with her first child and unable to swim, she miraculously 
held on through the night despite the strong winds and rain. In the 
morning, she discovered the lifeless bodies of her elderly neighbors 
strewn in a nearby tree. She crossed herself solemnly as she spoke 
of them. She then shared her own spiritual insights of losing 
everything while gaining an understanding of being radically 
dependent on God. Suddenly, I was acutely re-reminded of how 
narrow and self-centered my concerns for comfort, success, or 
personal wants had become. I knew I needed to purify my prayer life. 

I started that night by prioritizing the cries of the poor and 
surrendering my own. I also prayed thankfully for our hosts. A local 
church fed us three meals a day and housed us in a small building 
with 40 bunk beds and showers with pull strings to conserve the 
clean water. The Church was named Lagniappe (pronounced lan- 
yap), which is a Southern Louisiana and Mississippi word meaning ( a 
little extra’ or an ‘unexpected gift or benefit’. It’s a well-known 
cultural concept for coastal dwellers who are accustomed to 
shopkeepers adding an extra donut to a dozen or giving a piece of 
candy to a child as lagniappe’. 

I spent the remainder of Lent reflecting on Lagniappe in a spiritual 
context. Lagniappe as unearned, unmerited favor was basically 
another name for grace. This insight fortified my desire to stand in 
solidarity with the poor not only for Lent but well beyond. After all, 
the Lord tells us that if we wish to love Him, we must express that 
love as love for the least of our brothers and sisters. 

We don’t need to be hundreds of miles away from home or 
responding to a national tragedy to recognize the marginalized 
among us. Please join me in praying to be transformed as better 
servants for others and let us be inspired by the lagniappe concept. 
Far beyond donuts and candy, lagniappe opened my eyes to the 
lavish blessings of God’s free grace extended to all of us in Jesus 
Christ.

There is but one solution to the mystery of evil: the 
triumphant Cross of Christ. Every explanation becomes 
unbearable in the face of suffering; every human effort 
becomes ridiculous in the face of evil. We are unable to bring 
consolation or explanations to someone in the midst of 
suffering; all we can do is try to relieve some of his or her 
suffering. Jesus Christ alone brings victory over suffering of 
bodies and souls. ... We believe that Christ resolves the 
whole human drama because he alone reaches its ultimate 
depths. We must avoid leaving Christianity on the surface; it 
is neither a system of morality, nor a social order, nor a 
system of metaphysics. Rather it is the fact that what is 
inaccessible to humankind, what reveals the very mystery of 
his existence as neither morality nor sociology could do, has 
been achieved by the Word of God. 1
